A study of Western Europe from c. 300 - c.1300 AD: 
the interplay of Roman, Judeo-Christian, and 
Germanic traditions which defined the Middle Ages.

Pre- and Post-Confederation Canada 

(Hist. L203A/L205B) 3plus3credits Prof. Joanne A. Burgess 
A fundamental survey of Canadian History from 
Settlement to Confederation, and from Confederation 
to the present. Mon/Wed 7 PM. 


History of Russia 

(Hist. L268) 6credits Prof. Ludmila Unde 
A survey of Russian History from the origins of the 
Russian state to the modern Soviet Union, with an 
emphasis on the period surrounding the Revolution 
to the present. Tues/Thurs 7 PM. 


Modern Latin American History 

(Hist.L291) 6credits Prof. Marshall True 
The emergence of the contemporary Latin American 
world from the period of independence (mid-1 9th C.) 
and against the background of pre-Columbian origins.

(Hist. L278) 6credits Prof. Robt. Shenton 
An examination of the impact of Western influence 
on indigenous political, social, economic, and religious 
traditions, from c.

Ireland Since the Tudor Conquest 

(Hist. L246) 6credits Prof. M. MacCarthy-Morrough 
A survey of Irish History from the 16th c., in the 
context of Gaelic culture and society. Stress on the 
16th C and post-1870. daily 


History of Education 

(Hist. L392) 6credits Prof. MG Bruce 
A survey of the history of Education from the Age of 
Greeks, but with an emphasis on education 
systems in the 19th and 20th century in N. 
America and Europe. daily
